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PREFACE 


To  tho  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Newcastle  Emlyn  Rural  District  Council  : 
Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1962.  The 
health  of  the  population  remained  at  a satisfactory  level  throughout  the  year  as 
indicated  by  the  low  incidence  of  infectious  disease. 

During  the  year  efforts  were  made  to  deal  with  the  shortage  of  water,  but  I should 
like  to  emphasise  that  there  is  still  room  for  improvement,  and  as  mentioned  in  the 
Surveyor’s  report  further  augmentation  from  an  internal  or  external  source  will  have 
to  be  found.  It  must  be  realised  that  today  a water  supply,  fully  adequate  in  quality 
and  quantity,  is  essential  to  modern  standards  of  living  and  when  shortages  occur 
real  hardship  and  not  merely  inconveniences  result.  Further  extensions  of  sewage 
disposal  schemes  are  required,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  record  that  the  Council  are  not 
only  aware  of  this  but  are  making  a real  effort  to  meet  the  demands. 

I wish  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  work  carried  out  by  my  staff  and  to  thank 
the  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  the  Council  for  the  wholehearted 
manner  in  which  they  have  supported  me.  I also  wish  to  thank  my  colleagues  and 
their  staff  for  their  continued  support  and  help.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 


The  Newcastle  Emlyn  Rural  District,  a large  portion  of  which  lies  in  the  beautiful 
Vale  of  Teify,  covers  an  area  of  82,842  acres,  and  extends  from  Cenarth  in  the  eastern 
extremity  to  Llanycrwys  in  the  north-west.  The  district  is  divided  into  eight  Parishes, 
viz.  : Cenarth,  Llangeler,  Llanfihangel-ar-Arth,  Llanllwni,  Llanfihangel  Rhos-y-Corn, 
Llanybyther,  Llanycrwys  and  Pencarreg.  As  expected  in  a rural  area  of  this  nature 
farming  is  the  basic  industry,  with  the  emphasis  on  dairy  farming. 

The  mid-year  home  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar- General  for  1962 
is  8,220. 

For  Registration  purposes  the  area  is  divided  into  the  following  two  Registration 
Sub-Districts  : — 

Cenarth 

Llanybyther 

The  Rateable  value  of  the  area  is  £39,778,  the  sum  represented  by  a Penny  Rate 
£144  and  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  the  year  according  to  the 
Rate  Book  is  2,900.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


Hospital,  Laboratory  and  Ambulance  Facilities  : 

The  district  is  served  mainly  by  the  West  Wales  General  Hospital,  Carmarthen  and 
Cardigan  Hospital,  with  provision  for  cases  of  infectious  diseases  at  the  West  Wales 
Isolation  Hospital,  Upper  Tumble,  Nr.  Llanelly.  Cases  of  mental  disease  receive 
treatment  at  St.  David’s  Hospital,  Carmarthen.  The  nearest  treatment  centre  for 
venereal  diseases  is  at  Llanelly. 

Bacteriological  and  pathological  investigations  are  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  and  the  Pathological  Department  at  the  West  Wales  General  Hospital, 
Glangwili,  Carmarthen,  and  the  resources  of  these  laboratories  are  always  available 
to  medical  practitioners. 

Ambulance  facilities,  including  facilities  for  the  transport  of  sitting  car  cases,  are 
under  the  control  of  the  County  Council. 

Home  Nursing  Services  : 

The  area  is  served  by  : 

(a)  Three  District  Nurses  under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council  with 
District  Nursing  Associations,  viz.  : Llanybyther,  Velindre  and  Newcastle  Emlyn. 

(b)  One  District  Nurse  in  the  direct  employ  of  the  County  Council  at  Pencader. 
The  District  Nurses  also  undertake  the  midwifery  work  in  their  areas. 

Infant  Welfare  Centres  : 

There  are  three  Infant  Welfare  Centres  in  the  area — Llanybyther,  Pencader  and 
Velindre. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics  : 

There  are  no  Ante-Natal  Clinics  in  the  area. 

National  Assistance  Acts,  1948  to  1951  : 

Section  47  of  the  1948  Act. 

No  cases  called  for  action  to  be  taken  by  the  Council  during  the  year  under  the 
above  section  which  as  amended  in  1951  gives  power  to  remove  compulsorily  to 
Hospital  or  Part  III  accommodation  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention,  which 
they  are  unable  to  provide  for  themselves  and  which  they  are  not  receiving  from 
other  persons. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

The  Council’s  Surveyor  reports  as  follows  on  the  position  at  the  end  of  the  year 
1962  with  regard  to  Water  Supply  also  Drainage  and  Sewerage  : 


Water  Supply 

No  new  major  schemes  were  carried  out  during  1962.  The  following  small  extensions 

were  completed  viz., 

Henfryn,  Pentrecourt 
Cwmpengraig/Pengraig,  Velindre 
Brownhill/Croesmaen,  Llanfihangel-ar-Arth 
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The  need  for  augmenting  the  existing  supplies  becomes  more  apparent  year  by 
year  and  it  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  meet  the  demands  of  certain  parts  of 
the  area,  particularly  in  the  Rhos  area  of  Llangeler,  Pentrecourt,  and  certain  parts  of 
Pencader.  A scheme  to  augment  the  Pencader  supply  is  now  in  course  of  construction. 
This  involves  the  construction  of  an  elevated  tank  at  the  head  of  Alltwalis  hill  to- 
gether with  a Pumphouse  at  Alltwalis  Village.  A supply  of  water  will  be  provided 
from  the  Carmarthen  R.D.C.  mains  at  Alltwalis  with  a maximum  quantity  of  10,000 
gallons  per  day.  This  supply  should  be  adequate  for  this  particular  area  and  will 
most  certainly  relieve  the  very  heavy  burden  imposed  on  the  Blaenantgwyn  Springs 
at  Pencader  and  the  supply  from  Ffynon  Nanto. 

It  is  firmly  believed  that  greater  storage  capacity  is  required,  and  it  is  with  this  in 
mind  that  I would  recommend  the  Council’s  attention  be  given  to  the  need  for  con- 
structing an  impounding  reservoir  in  a location  that  could  provide  the  quantity  of 
water  required  and  at  the  same  time  be  effective  enough  to  link  up  with  all  the 
existing  schemes  in  the  area.  Such  conditions  could,  I am  convinced,  be  found  at 
Ffynon  Nanto  and  I would  urgently  recommend  that  this  source  be  thoroughly 
investigated. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  Council  has  now  four  main  drainage  schemes  in  operation  viz.  : 

Llanybyther 

Pencader 

Cwmanne 

Pontwelly 

All  these  schemes  are  functioning  well  but  proper  care  and  attention  is  required  to 
maintain  the  works  in  such  a manner  that  will  produce  an  effluent  within  the  limits 
acceptable  by  the  Rivers  Board.  The  Welsh  Office,  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  are  taking  a keen  interest  in  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  Sewage 
Disposal  works  and  it  is  essential  that  the  standard  of  operation  is  maintained  on  a 
high  level. 

Work  on  the  Pentrecourt  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  has  been  commenced  and 
should  be  well  advanced  by  the  end  of  the  year.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Drefach/Velindre 
Scheme  will  be  commenced  in  the  early  part  of  next  year  and  that  once  this  is  under 
way,  Council  will  survey  the  situation  and  draw  up  a list  of  priorities  for  future 
schemes.

No  schools  within  the  area  were  closed  on  account  of  infectious  diseases  durinc 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

During  the  year  there  was  a low  incidence  of  infectious  disease  in  the  rural  area, 
and  it  is  pleasing  to  record  that  no  cases  of  Diptheria,  Food  Poisoning  or  Poliomye- 
litis were  notified. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  smallpox  outbreak  in  South  Wales  gave  rise  to 
some  anxiety.  Contacts  in  the  district  with  the  affected  areas  were  visited  and  those 
lound  unprotected  against  the  disease  were  advised  regarding  vaccination.
